The court accepted bail for all the ac-

amount of $8,(XX) in each caso, making 
a total of $402,000 in all. Bail was 
furnished by a 
Philadelphia surety 
company. 
When court resumed Yeager con­ 
tinued his tes; imony. 
He described the 
meeting with the sheriff, and said the 
sheriff drew his revolver and pointed it 
at the strikers. 
He grabbed one of 
them and pulled him out from the 
athel*, all tho time holding the pistol 
at his breast.

“After the first few shots,” said the

If I fail, Dreyfus will re- 
main in the galleys, where he is placed 
by a law expressly made for him .” 


SPEECH OF THE QUEEN. 


K ngland’* Policy O utlined at O pening of 
l*arl la m e n t. 
L ondon, Feb. 8.—Following is the 
substance of the speech from the throne 
read at the opening of parliament today. 
Referring to China, the queen spoke 
favorably of the pacific? relations be­ 
tween the powers and then pointed out 
the satisfaction experienced at the con­ 
clusion of the treaty of peace between 
Greece aud Turkey. 
Dealing with India, complimentary 
allusions were made to the valor and 
loyalty of the British Indian troops. 
There was a lengthy reference to the 
West Indies and the government’s in­ 
tentions, as outlined by the secretary of 
state for the colonies, Mr. Chamberlain, 
and the speech then expressed the hope 
that the international sugar conference 
will have satisfactory results. 
The first place in the estimates is de­ 
voted to the army needs, and the chief 
bills promised will be local government 
for Ireland and the London municipali­ 
ties bill, providing, as announced by the 
Marquis of Salisbury, for the modifica­ 
tion of the London county council in 
the direction of decentralization. 


OLKvklaNP, Feb. 8.—Tho state senate 
Irust investigating committee again 
convened here at the Forest City House 
to examine into the Standard Oil, Cop­ 
peras and s* vi ral other trusts. The 
Standard Oil people wore all absent 
from the city when the committee WM 
in session last week, aud subpenas could 
not be served Upon them. 
It is under­ 
stood, however, that the sheriff subse­ 
quently succeeded in serving the papers 
upon several officials of the company. 
A number of witnesses were exam­ 
ined, but little of value was learned, 
except as regards the oil trust. John 
Tmgle of the oil refining firm of Sco­ 
field, Shunner & Teagle, which for 
years has been fighting the Standard 
Oil company, proved 
an interesting 
witness. He declared that the Standard 
wa* constantly and systematically at­ 
tempting to injure his firm. Ho said 
Hie Standard agents endeavored to as­ 
certain where the salesmen of his firm 
obtained orders for oil. Tho agents 
would go to these intending purchasers 
aud offer to cut the price if the oil was 
bought of the Standard and threaten, 
in case this was not done, to sell to 
every other (limier in the same towns so 
cheaply that the dealers refusing could 
not compete with them. 
Mr. Teagle 
showed letters from customers in sup­ 
port of these statements. 
He then 
briefly told of the suit which his firm 
won against the Lake Shore railroad iii 
1884 for discriminating in freight rates 
on oil against Scofield, Shunner & 
Teagle in favor of the Standard Oil 
company. 
Mr. Teagle, who was under oath, then 
testified that the Standard had attempt­ 
ed, through a middleman, to bribe tho 
bookkeeper of his firm. 
Th * book­ 
keeper, he stated, was offered $50 i>er 
mouth to give constant information re­ 
g a lin g the shipments, priers and cost 
of manufacturing of Scofield. Shunner 
& Teagle. Mr. Teagle testified that the 
bookkeeper requested time iii which to 
consider the matter, took $25 wThich the 
agent tendered as pay in advance aud 
tneu laid tho whole transaction before 
his employer*. The witness said that 
he and his jMiitncr, Mr. Scofield, took 
the $25 and, going to the office of F. B. 
Squire, the secretary of the Ollie corpor­ 
a l n of the Standard Oil trust, laid the 
money on his desk and told him that 
they always stood ready to give him 
any information which it was proper 
for him to know about the affairs of 
their firm.

W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 8.—Senator Toller 
(Colo.) occupied tho entire four hours 
of the executive session in the senate in 
discragging the Hawaiian 
annexation 
treaty. 
During the course of his speech 
Mr. Teller took occasion to say that he 
should have been glad to discuss the 
treaty in open session, and to this re­ 
mark he added the opinion that the 
tim e liad almost come when the ques­ 
tion of annexation should be debated 
upon a bill looking to legislation by 
both houses of congress rather than 
upon the basis of the treaty. 
While he thought there might bt? a 
bare possibility of securing the 60 votes 
necessary to ratify the treaty, he con­ 
ceded that under tho present circum­ 
stances this was exceedingly doubtful, 
and he thought the sooner this fact should 
be recognized and a change of front 
made the better it would bo from all 
points of view. 
There were some in­ 
terruptions at this point, and it was sug­ 
gested by some senators, after the close 
of the executive session, that the com­ 
mittee on foreign relations would con­ 
sider tho advisability of making this 
change of policy at its next meeting, to 
lie held on Wednesday of this week. 
The statement was, however, made 
by Senator Davis, chairman of the com­ 
mittee on foreign relations, that there 
had been no intention of attaching the 
treaty to one of the appropriation bills 
as an amendment, as had been stated 
was the case in some of the newspapers. 
He made this statement in reply to a 
question put by Senator White. 
Senator Tidier advocated the ratifica­ 
tion of the treaty, basing his reasons for 
this ignition upon the grounds that the 
annexation of the islands was in the in­ 
terest of our commerce and in line with 
our national policy for the past half 
century.

TRIED TO SAVE 
RUIZ. 


CoBffTOM Receive* a R eport o f Hi* E xe­ 
cution by A rangnren. 
W ashington, Feb. 8.—The president 
has transm itted to the house the reports 
from Consul General Lee relative to the 
execution of Colonel Rniz, which the 
house called for by resolution. 
These 
reports consist of two dispatches to the 
ut ate department from General Lee. 
The first, under date of Dec. 21, is in 
the form of a narrative account of tho 
circumstances attending the execration. 
Lee says Aranguren was formerly un 
employe of Ruiz in Havana. 
Ruiz, on 
Dei'. 18, started to Aranguren’s camp. 
After he had proceeded two leagues 
he was met by Aranguren, who was 
mounted and had 
an escort of

cavalry. Colonel Ruiz, after the ex­ 
change of salutations, began a speech 
to Aranguren aud his party setting 
forth the prospective glories of autono- 
matic rule, and made offers upon the 
part of the authorities here for the sur­ 
render of his command, whereupon 
Aranguren, acting under the instruc­ 
tions of his general-in-chief, Maximo 
Gomez, had Colonel Ruiz and his two 
men executed. 
“ In accordance w ith a request made 
by the Russian consul and other friends 
of Colonel Ruiz, aud with the knowl­ 
edge, content and approval of General 
Blanco, General Lee made an attem pt 
to save the life of the Spanish officer by 
sending to him Mr. Ernest Tosca, as his 
representative, w ith a note,;tsking him 
to release Colonel Ruiz as a favor to him 
(General Lee).

Lee, “ that my ro preventative did not 
reach the insurgent camp iii time to de­ 
liver said note before Colonel Ruiz’s 
execution, which had taken place on the 
day of Ruiz’ arrival.”

Modern 
surgery is founded on this principle. 
The carefulness w ith which we prepare 
our hands aud surgical instrum ents be­ 
fore and after a surgical operation well 
exemplifies the importance of a fam il­ 
iarity with its dangers in every sense. 
“ We recognize that many of our m i­ 
crobic diseases, especially of the exan- 
tbematio type, eliminate their toxic ele­ 
ment very largely through the medium 
of tho skin, which undergoes extensive 
exfoliation, disseminating the poison far 
and wide. 
Isolation is resorted to and 
enforced most rigorously, thereby check­ 
ing the spread of the disease, and then 
disinfectants lavishly used cause the de­ 
struction of the offending armies. 
In 
the era of scientific prophylaxis conse­ 
quent upon the introduction of the m i­ 
croscope, bacteriology and antiseptics 
we find a steady decline of epidemics 
either developing in the outer world or 
in our hospital wards. 
Yet accidental 
inoculations of tuberculosis, smallpox 
and vaccinia, as well as more horrible 
diseases, still exist and are but demon­ 
strations of either an unavoidable cause 
or a faulty observance of established 
data.” 
Dr. Breiter gives a thorough discus­ 
sion as to w hat may be the result of con­ 
tact of the banda He declares that with 
men who are of cleanly habits, but who 
have acquired disease and such as they 
would wish to hide from their fellow 
men, the specific bacillus of this disease 
has been found in filth collected from 
the hand. He has found tubercle bacilli 
in the dirt taken from the hand of the 
man suffering from tuberculosis, the 
Klebs-Loeffler microbe among cases of 
suspected diphtheria and bad no doubt 
that the specific germs of every microbic 
disease may and would be found in m il­ 
lions on the surfaces of the hands if 
proper experimentation were made. He 
proceeds as follows: 
“ Many victims of scarlet fever, both 
in the early and desquamative stages, 
especially the latter, are walking the 
streets of every large city ready to in ­ 
graft upon the moist hand of any chance 
acquaintance the prolific virus of the 
disease. The same may be said of per­ 
sons 
w ith 
pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 
whose hands and handkerchiefs, through 
constant wiping of the mouth, are foul 
and saturated with the bacteria laden 
expectoration of the disease. 
Tubercu­ 
losis of the hand, the lesion large or 
small in area. often painless and un­ 
recognized as such for a long while and 
perhaps untreated, is by no means an 
infrequent 
occurrence. 
Scabies, 
we 
know, has a marked predilection for the 
hand. 
N etd I mention others? 
Now 
whether these conditions are the result 
of hand to band contact or not does not 
matter. 
The conditions themselves are 
dangerous elements, and it is the con­ 
sideration of such factors in the causa 
tion of disease that we are studying. 
“ Of course tho mucous membrane 
serves as a better pabulum for the inva­ 
sion and development of micro orgau- j 
isms, but the skin is not absolutely nog 
ative in that respect, and if it were it 
would make little difference, as the 
two, skin and mucous membrane, are 
very often in close apposition with each 
other. We know that the hand has car­ 
ried bacteria to the mouth, disseminat­ 
ing contagion in that way. Typhoid fe­ 
ver, Asiatic cholera, diphtheria and oth­ 
er diseases are known to have been pro­ 
duced that way. 
Why search through 
medical libraries for similar aud per­ 
haps more conclusive evidence?

E tiq uette and burly H ospitality of 
the Tribes o f th e D esert. 
I beard that the Bedouins gave me 
the name of the walking Englishman 
and once or twice were kind enough to 
say that I was one of themselves. 
Tri­ 
fles like these are im portant when deal­ 
ing with men who have the minds of 
children. 
With them whether yon are 
to live or die depends so often on a tri­ 
fle that it is as well to have as many 
trifles as possible in yonr favor. I wore 
their dress in my trip to Siwas, not with 
the idea of taking any one in at close 
quarters, but of making myself unno­ 
ticeable at a distance. I generally walk­ 
ed some way in front of my men and 
camels. I did this because the incessant 
drone of the Arab songs became intoler­ 
able to me, and as I found Abdulla 
couldn’t possibly get on without his 
eternal song I used to put a mile be­ 
tween us when the track was clear. 
Once or twice, on reaching the bow 
of a sand hill, I would find myself in 
sight of a string of camels. The first 
thing the Bedouins would do was to 
load and hold their flintlocks at the 
ready. 
They meant no harm. 
It is the 
ordinary etiquette of the desert, at 
which no one dreams of taking offense. 
Then I would have to sit down to show 
that I meant no mischief, and conversa­ 
tion would be carried on in shouts. 
I 
generally asked them for a bowl of cam­ 
el’s milk, which they always gave if 
they had it. Un one occasion I came 
upon a solitary Bedouin watching his 
herd of camels grazing. 
That man had 
probably not seen a human being for 
weeks. He was squatting on the ground. 
Ho neither moved nor turned his head. 
I asked him for milk, and he pointed to 
his camels and said, “ Take it.” As the 
art of milking camels never formed part 
of my school curriculum this invitation 
was of little use to m a But I could not 
rouse that man to more active hospital­ 
ity. 
He probably looked upon my ap­ 
pearance as an impertinent intrusion.

There are few things more attractive 
to tho generality of men or more calcu­ 
lated to excite t h e i r wonder and admira­ 
tion than a dexterously and mysteriously 
contrived automaton. There is, indeed, 
something almost uncanny in the sight 
of a figure made by men’s bands acting 
like a creature of flesh and blood, aud 
this nncanuiness is one of the most sub­ 
tle of fascinations. Hence tho silver of 
the curious readily finds its way into 
the pockets of men ingenious enough to 
invent such marvels. 
This passion for the automaton is cer­ 
tainly no new thing. 
One meets it in 
almost the earliest books, sometimes 
veiled in myth, sometimes more direct­ 
ly stated. 
Vulcan, it will be remem­ 
bered, made automatic tripods for the 
gods of Olympus •— stools which ad 
vanced of their own accord to the ban­ 
queting table and so retired when the 
feast was over. 
Aristotle tolls us that the huraau au­ 
tomata which Drodalus made were so 
active that it was necessary to keep 
them tethered for fear they would run 
away. 
The same philosopher describes 
a wooden Venus who walked about and 
gives also the secret of the phenomenon | 
yhe was filled with quicksilver—a some­ 
what crude dovica Albertus Maguus is 
credited with having made a brazen 
man who talked and St. Thomas Aqui­ 
nas with having pounded it to pieces 
with a club, suspecting it to be a work 
of satan. 
Some 
marvelous feats of 
mechanism are credited to John Muller, 
otherwise known 
as Reg i oui on tun us, 
who flourished in the fifteenth century, I 
and in dealing with him we perhaps J 
touch firmer ground. 
One was an iron 
fly which Hew around a table, another 
a wooden eagle which went out to meet 
Emperor Maximilian on his entry of 
Nuremberg on June 7, 14 70, aud re­ 
turned with him to the city gates. 
Whether due or not to the stimulus 1 
given by Louis XIV, the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries were in France 
times of great automatic activity. 
In­ 
deed, the first tunned century marks tho 
begiuuiug of the really historical era of 
automata. 
In tho eighteenth century 
lived Mr. Vaucausou, perhaps the most 
wonderful of all makers of automata 
and the creator of the famous duck 
which first appeared before the public ' 
in 1741. 
The duck was Vaucanson’s I 
masterpiece and completed a reputation 
already made wide by his mechanical 
flute player and an automatic musician 
which not only blew upon the flageolet, 
but also kept time to it on a tambourine. 
The bird was of life size, aud not only 
was it outwardly an exact imitation to 
a featlier of a real duck, but its internal 
anatomy was absolutely true to life. So, 
indeed, were its movements, for 
it 
swam, dived, walked, quacked, 
ate, 
drank and by an ingenious device even 
seemed to digest its food. 
This automaton disappeared after its 
inventor’s death, bot turned up again 
iii 1840 in a garret in Berlin and was 
purchased by a George Tiete, who took 
four years to put it in proper working 
order again. 
At the end of this time it 
was exhibited in a room in the Palais 
Royal, Paris, where Mr. Houdin, the 
celebrated conjuror, saw it, aud, indeed, 
afterward, when something happened 
to one of its wings, took charge of and 
repaired it. 
No doubt it is still in ex­ 
istence. Of more modern automata this 
is scarcely the place to speak, for they 
are private secrets. 
Let us confine our­ 
selves to merely mentioning Mr. Mas- 
kelyne’s “ Psycho” and “ Zoo.” 
Like most things, automata have not 
always been what they seemed. 
Of 
many frauds upon the wonder loving 
public perhaps the completest was that 
o f the famous automatic chess player of 
Mr. Kempelen, which was exhibited 
all over Europe at the end of the last 
century and afterward in America. 
It 
was the figure of a life sized Turk seat­ 
ed behind a large box, tho top of which 
wa> marked in the middle for chess. 
Prior to the automaton’s meeting an 
opponent the trorit of the box was open­ 
ed and skeptical lookers on were shown 
an arrangement of .strings, pulleys aud 
cylinders. After this they were allowed 
to examine the interior of the figure, 
which was hollow 
I hen Mr. Kempe- 
len wound up his Turk with a key, and 
it was ready to play, which it did by 
moving the pieces with its left hand 
aud giving three nods for check to king 
and two for check to queen 
All the 
noted chess players of Europe succumb­ 
ed to the figure’s superior strategy, and 
its skill so impressed the Empress Cath­ 
erine II of Russia that she wished to 
buy it and was with difficulty persuad­ 
ed by Mr. Kempelen to give up the idea. 
It was not for years that the secret was 
discovered; but, like most secrets, it 
maked out at last. The real chess plav 
er was a Mr Wronsky, a Polish ex-cap­ 
tain, both of whose legs had been am­ 
putated at the trunk iii consequence of 
a wound from a cannon ball. While the 
spectators were 
examining the box

Emilio Castelar, the statesman, has 
been for years and is still the principal 
contributor to La Nouvelle Revue In­ 
ternationale. 
In the latest number of 
that review Castelar continues on the 
Cuban question the series of his articles, 
from which the following paragraphs 
merit special attention: 
"W e can affirm that never before has 
this Caban question, now of so excep­ 
tional gravity, troubled our souls, agi­ 
tated our nerves, alarmed our interests 
and absorbed oar borne and foreign pol­ 
icy so much as it does at the present 
bour. In revolutionary times we did 
not bleed the country with those nu­ 
merous armies as we do now, which 
came so near wearing out the flower of 
/oath in tho desolated ambushes of 
Cuba. In the revolutionary times we 
left to the island the duty of sustaining 
the war at its ovvu expense, and we con­ 
tributed only to the recruiting of volun­ 
teers, who wore always well paid and 
quite satisfied. 
In the revolutionary 
times we were not divided abont the 
Cuban question, because we considered 
it as an eminently national question. 
"In the revolutionary times we iso­ 
lated the war in the eastern part of the 
island aud made it impossible to invade 
the fertile plantations of tobacco, coffee 
and sugar cane, which were sheltered 
by a wise defense during the whole pe­ 
riod of the revolution. In the revolu­ 
tionary times we answered the United 
States with the noble pride of a people 
conscious of its strength, and we con­ 
fined the transatlantic war within such

The "boom” ih them was 
started by Lilly of New street, W. C., 
who showed 
me rows of first folios 
which he never allowed to be sold under 
a certain price. 
These now bring large 
sums, aud the tendency is and probably 
will be upward. In early poetry gen­ 
erally the prices, once thought very 
high, of the "Bibliotheca Anglo-Poet- 
ica” are now often surpassed.

In those times there 
was a fine organization. Patrician fam­ 
ilies of the old colonial and proslavery 
regime directed it, it was governed by 
the illest experienced men in adminis­ 
trative affairs, a very well made con­ 
stitution formulated its principles and 
a well organized party supple’ the war 
w ith soldiers and money conuioutions. 
And we so well knew how to surmount 
all obstacles, by keeping the war with­ 
in the narrowest limits, that, thanks to 
its little importance, it could hardly be 
compared with the struggle maintained 
during some 80 years by the Dutch at 
Sumatra. 
"B ut we are now in an epoch when 
there is blowing over Europe the wind 
of a mania for territorial extension. 
Canovas del Castillo left to us on tho 
day of his death the Cuban question 
submerged in a pool of tears and of 
blood. In Europe the climate is neutral 
between the combatants, while in Amer 
ica it fights against us in favor of our 
enemies. 
"When we send our soldiers there, it 
is to fight against men, and it happens 
that these unfortunate heroes and mar­ 
tyrs must fight at the same time against 
the clements. Nothing excites the en­ 
thusiasm of the Spanish soldier more 
than to have in front of him a tangible 
and palpable enemy; on the contrary, 
nothing discourages and unnerves him 
more than to have instead of armed 
rebels to fight invisible microbes. 
"W e must consider these tropical 
wars subjected to other rules than those 
practiced in European conflicts. They 
are maintained upon inaccessible moun­ 
tains, favored by inextricable defiles 
and accompanied by the cholera in the 
water, by miasmatic fevers in the air 
or by devastating and frightful sun­ 
strokes. When it is impossible to arrive 
in time; when one does not receive any 
challenge, and wnen space is insuffi­ 
cient to assemble for fighting; when an 
enemy flees away in all direqtions, and 
when you are exposed to diseases caused 
by heroic fights, it is necessary to ac­ 
commodate to such unavoidable circum­ 
stances tho plan of a war in which our 
experience cannot help us, which our 
tactics caunot know, because the law of 
the greater number, decisive in all seri­ 
ous fights, is in Cuba generally impo­ 
tent in tho pursuit of rebels. It is indis­ 
pensable at first to get acclimated, to 
adapt oneself to the surrounding condi­ 
tions, to possess a colonial army consti 
luted on the basis and the model 
those heroio Cuban volunteers and the 
Philippine militias, which were so use­ 
ful recently in sustaining our tropical 
wars, where new soldiers are marching 
like sheep or running like shadows.

from the senate journal of the vote of 
censure, passed four years before, aud 
which w as finally secured by the per­ 
sistent im portunity of his great friend, 
Senator Benton, on March IC, 1837. 
Five years later, in 1842, congress 
rendered another act of grace by rem it­ 
ting the fine imposed upon him by the 
judge at New Orleans for refusing to 
obey his w rit of halvas corpus in J815, 
and which, 
originally $ 1,000, 
now 
amounted, w ith interest, to $2,700. 
In his farewell address be justly con­ 
gratulated the country upon being at 
last free from debt and also from en­ 
tangling alliances. 
He added at the 
close of this address: “ My own race is 
nearly run. 
Advancing age and failing 
health warn me that before long I m ust 
pa,4s beyond tho reach of human events 
5Ui(i cease to feel the vicissitudes of hu ­ 
man aff airs. 
I thank God that my life 
has been spent in a land of liberty arid 
that bo has given me a heart to love my 
country with tbe affection of a son.

Ahu result of tbe m ild, open 
w inter tho birds aro strong, and when 
thrown from the traps dart off w ith a 
vigor aud swiftness of flight which puz­ 
zles some of the veteran shots at clay 
pigeons, or even those who have been ! 
certain w ith the elusive sparrow. A big 
match took place at Chesterville recent­ 
ly at crows, w ith turkeys as prizes for 
the winners. 
The sport does not begin when the 
black plum age of the birds dashes outj 
of the trap, but in tbe dense branch 
near the village, where the birds are 
caught. 
The branches of tbe trees are 
literally borne down by tbe w eight of 
the crows which each evening go there 
in vast flocks to roost. To trap the birds 
several lanterns aro taken aud turned 
on them. 
The startled birds dart hither 
arid thither in bewilderment, and men 
without lanterns ea-ilym ake many cap­ 
tures.—Baltim ore Sun.

th e F ra u d u le n t A utom aton*. 
There are few things more attractive 
to tho generality of men or more calcu­ 
lated to excite their wonder and adm ira­ 
tion than a dexteroosly and mysterioosly 
contrived an tom a ton. There is, indeed, 
something almost uncanny in the sight 
of a figure made by men’s bands acting 
like a creature of flesh and blood, aud 
this uncanuiuess is one of the most sub­ 
tle of fascinations. Hence the silver of 
the curious readily finds its way into 
the pockets of men ingenious enough to 
invent such marvela 
This passion for the automaton is cer­ 
tainly no new thing. One meets it in 
Almost the earliest books, sometimes 
veiled in myth, sometimes more direct­ 
ly stated. 
Vulcan, it will be remem­ 
bered, made automatic tripods for the 
gods of Olympus — stools which ad 
vanced of their own accord to the ban­ 
queting table and so retired when the 
feast was over. 
Aristotle tells ns that the bonum au­ 
tomata which Diedalus made were so 
active that it was necessary to keep 
them tethered for fear they would run 
away. 
The same philosopher describes 
a wooden Venus who walked about and 
gives also the secret of the phenomenon 
JShe was filled with quicksilver—a some­ 
what crude device. Albertos Maguus is 
credited with having made a brazen 
man who talked sud St. Thomas Aqui­ 
nas with having pounded it to pieces 
with a club, suspecting it to be a work 
of satan. 
Some 
marvelous feats of 
mechanism are credited to John Moiler, 
otherwise known 
as Regiomontanus, 
who flourished in the fifteenth century, 
aud in dealing with him we perhaps 
touch firmer ground 
(hie was an iron 
fly which Hew around a table, another 
a wooden eagle which went oat to meet 
Emperor Maximilian on his entry of 
Nuremberg on June 7, 1470, aud re­ 
turned with him to the city gates. 
Whether due or not to the stimulus 
given by Louis XIV, the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries were in Prance 
times of great automatic activity. 
In­ 
deed, the first named century marks the 
beginning of the really historical era of 
automata. 
In the eighteenth century 
lived Mr. Vaucausou, perhaps the most 
wonderful of all makers of automata 
and the creator of the famous duck 
which first appeared before the public 
in 1741. 
The dock was Vaocanson 
masterpiece and com plated a reputation 
already made wide by his mechanics 
flute player and an automatic musician 
which uot only blew upon the flageolet, 
but also kept time to it on a tambourine. 
The bird was of life size, aud not only 
was it outwardly an exact imitation to 
a bather of a real duck, but its interna 
anatomy was absolutely true to life. Ho, 
indeed, wen* its movements, for 
it 
swam, dived, walked, quacked, 
ate, 
drank and by an ingenious device even 
seemed to digest its food. 
This automaton disappeared after its 
inventor’s death, but turned up again 
in 1840 in a garret in Berlin and was 
purchased by a George Tiets, who took 
four years to put it in proper working 
order again. 
At the end of this time it 
was exhibited in a room in the Palais 
Royal, Paris, where Mr. Houdin, the 
celebrated conjuror, saw it, and, indeed, 
afterward, when something happened 
to one of its wings, took charge of and 
repaired iL 
No doubt it is still in ex 
istenoe. Of more modem automata this 
is scarcely the place to speak, for they 
are private secrets. 
Let os confine our 
selves to merely mentioning Mr. Mas- 
kelyne’s “ Psycho” and “ Zoo." 
Like most things, automata have uot 
always been what they seemed. 
Of 
many frauds upon the wonder loving 
pubjio perhaps the completest was that 
of the famous automatic chess player of 
Mr. Kempeleu, which was exhibited 
all over Europe at the end of the last 
century and afterward in America. 
It 
was the figure of a life sized Turk seat­ 
ed t>*«liiud a large box, the top of which 
wa* marked in the middle for ohess. 
Prior to the automaton’s meeting an 
opponent the front of the box was open­ 
ed ami skeptical lockers on were shown 
an arrangement of Hirings, pulleys aud 
cylinders After this they were allowed 
to examine the interior of the figure, 
which was hollow 
I hen Mr. Kempe- 
len wound up his Turk with a key, and 
It was ready to play. which it did by 
moviug the pieces with its left hand 
aud giving three nods for check to king 
aud two for cheek to queen 
All the 
noted chess players of Europe succumb­ 
ed to the figure’s superior strategy, and 
its skill so impressed the Empress Cath 
wine ll of Russia that she wished to 
buy it and was with difficulty persuad­ 
ed by Mr Kempeleu to give up the idea. 
It was uot for years that the secret was 
discovered, but, like most secrets, it 
*eaked out at last. The real chess plav 
cr was a Mr Wronsky, a Polish ex-cap­ 
tain. both of whose legs had been arn- 
putat'd at the trunk in consequence of 
a wound from a cannon bail. W hile tho 
spectators were 
examining the box 
Wrongly was iii the Turk’s body aud 
wheu they turned to inspect thut an in 
geuious mechanism slid him back into 
the box To the fact thut Wronsky wa* 
a chess player of consummate skill th* 
wide fame of the automaton, which bs

The board of health held its first 
meeting last night since Jan e 4 of last 
year. 
Every member except Messrs. Cham­ 
ber* and Goodwin was present, bot* it 
was 8 :30 before the meeting was called 
to order. The bills of the sanitary police­ 
man for salary for the month of Janu­ 
ary and that of the health officer were 
signed and referred to council. The 
reports of the officers were recorded. 
This was the only business done. 
Member Koffer then asked for an 
expression upon the water need by the 
city to which Dr. Andrews replied: 
“ I think we have very good water, in 
fact as good as the water obtained by 
any town of the same size along the 
Ohio river, bat it needs filtering. The 
water works people are doing all in their 
power to purify the supply, bat if each 
user of w ater woald have a private 
filter the water woald be mach better." 
To this Health Officer Ogden said : 
“ That is not the opinion that prevails 
among the doctors in the town. I think 
the water is impure. Tee, very bad. I 
will s\dmit 
have better w ater than 
most towns, bot still an improvement 
oonld be m ade." Member George gave 
a short talk on the sewerage of the 
town and the advantage to be gained 
by sewering the second district. 
The meeting then adjourned, after 
be ing in session 38 minutes. *

Emilio Cartel nr, the statesman, has 
been for years and is still the principal 
contributor to La Nouvelle Revue In­ 
ternationale. 
In the latest number of 
that review Castelar continues on the 
Cuban question tbe series of bis articles, 
from which tbe following paragraphs 
merit special attention: 
"W e ran affirm that never before boa 
this Caban question, now of so excep­ 
tional gravity, troubled oar souls, agi­ 
tated oar nerves, alarmed oar interests 
and absorbed oar borne and foreign pol­ 
icy so mach as it does at tbe present 
boar.

Work* which are greedily sought oft­ 
er in one generation are neglected in tbe 
next. 
Booksellers now rarely think it 
worth while to give tbe height of an 
Elzevir or to devote a note to an Alda*. 
The first editions of tbe classics, which 
in the days of our grandfathers were 
the collector's chief pride, are now fall­ 
en from their high estate. I have bought 
recently for 30 shillings a flue copy of 
tbe first edition of Aristophanes, Aldus, 
1408, in a handsome 
binding, with 
gauffered edges, which in tbe first half 
of tbe century brought prices ranging 
from 130 francs to 425 frauen. I could 
instance other similar eases of decline 
aud funcy I can see symptoms of giving 
way in those books which tbe modern 
collector most affects. 
In Buns, indeed, a " ro t” has set in 
as regards modern works. 
Yet the best 
books in good examples steadily mount 
in price. First folio ^Shakespeare*, con­ 
cerning which a discussion is beiug con­ 
ducted iu Notes aud (faeries, are far 
joinmouer 
books 
than 
is generally 
thought. 
The "boom " ih them was 
started by Lilly of New street, W. C., 
who showed 
me rows of first folios 
which he never allowed to be sold under 
a certain price. 
These now bring large 
sums, aud tbe tendency is and probably 
will be upward. In early poetry gen­ 
erally tbe prioes, once thought very 
high, of the "Bibliotheca Anglo-Poet- 
lea” are now often surpassed.

They 
are maintained upon inaccessible moun­ 
tains, favored by inextricable defile* 
and accompanied by the cholera in the 
water, by miasmatic fever* in the air 
or by devastating and frightful sun­ 
strokes. When it is impossible to arrive 
in time; when one does not receive any 
challenge, and wfien space is insuffi­ 
cient to assemble for fighting; when an 
enemy flees away in all directions, and 
when you are exposed to diseases caused 
by heroic fights, it is necessary to ac­ 
commodate to snch unavoidable circum­ 
stances the plan of a war in which our 
experience cannot help us, which our 
tactics cannot know, because the law of 
tbe greater number, decisive in all seri­ 
ous fights, is in Cuba generally impo­ 
tent in tbe pursuit of rebels.
